Gibson county six miles from Hnmboldt, 
threatened a riot last Saturday and Sunday, 
on account of some supposed wrong clone- 
thorn, and manifested a strong desire to kill 
two or three citizens and fire and sack tho 
town. 
Yesterday sixteen of tho ringleaders 


wero arrested, taken to Trenton and placed 
in jail for_sftfo keeping. 
About one o'clock 


thismorniug between Kcvonty-fivo nud one 
hundred nmnked men entered tho town, and 
riding up to the jail demanded and com- 
pelled tho sheriff to 
deliver up tho keys 


thereof. 


They then took tho sixteen negroes from 


prison, and after killing four and mortally 
Wounding two on tho conl'mcs of tho town 
roda off with tho remaining ten, and are 
supposed to have killed them.

been heard of the party since they left.
